Ondng to a statement made by another inveetigator in the A.P.S.R.S. in the local 
^•isrs concerning the above unfortunate event*' which recieved considerable publici¬ 
ty not only in the press of Australia but also the T.V. and Radio Channels. 


Many people wrote or phoned this S^iety and its Editor, concerning the same asto 
whether we agreed with the statement made. 

To put the matter Clearly we will quote the statement as given in the ”Advertisor. ” 

” The Apollo 13 spacecraft was attacked by ” aiisns” the spokesman for the Australian 
Plying Saucer Research Society ( Mr. C. Norris) claimed yesterday . 

” people are stupidlynaive when they will not accept the overwhelmning facts of fly¬ 
ing saucers he said. 

” I't is obvious from sightings that aliens object to man^s interference in outer 
space in the same v/ay as we object to then visiting the earth. 

” It is very possible that the previous Apollo noon missions could have caused 
some interference to the occupants of the UFO’s and thwt they have retaliated 
with an attaOkon the Apollo 13 space craft. 

” this attackdoea not mean that the aliens are hostile. 

” They are based on the moon in the craters, observing activities on earth and they 
are distur bed by what they see. 

” Future missions will undoubtedly encounter similar attacks,” 

f ^ 

There is much in Mr. Norri s’ theory we can agree with . but the sac^' thing is that 

one does not go so far as to say the oauso of the return of the J^dllo 13 was 

throu^ an attack by UFO’s, particularly without any solid proof to back up such 
a wide statement. 

The above result was that Mr. W.E. Moser of U.F.O.I.C. of Sydney was called On to 
make a statement after the Sydney press had reprinted it. He was given a very good 
opportunity to do so by appearing on the T.V. that night and his words, speak for 
themselves what his society and he thought of it. In a letter to me he says, \ 

‘When they interviewed me I used the words a former Roygl Astron«ner used some years ; 
back* He said ” Utter bilge ” etc I emphasised that even more. Great pity . that 

someone makes tbrou^ such an utterance all our work harder ” 

Sane days or so after The ” Australian'printed an interview with Mr , Peter Norris 
or the Victorian Plying Saucer Research Society he was quite adamant about his 
views and the statemen't, for he franlcly stated his society disassociated itself 
from it completely , and also that that his Society was not associated with that 
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of the A.F.S.R.S. Mr. Colin l<orri's Society . 

Up to this v;e had refrained from entering into the debate publicly y but as 
the leader of U.P.O.P.I.A. I stated that v/e did not consider the Apollo 13 was 
" attacked” by UFOs . Our viev/s were as follovra. 

Such a thing whilst not impoosible considering the great scientific ability 
of t^e UFOs, yet we consideasd it most HIGHLY .UID EXTEMELY IMPROBABLE.” 

Before we are prepared to put the blame on the UFOs we would require a great 
deal of evidence as proof , and such certainly was not forthcoming. 

However we heard later that Mr. C. Norrig denied he made the statement to the 
press , as quoted and also i that the press had grossly misquoted him. 

In fairness to him we do, not disallo’w the press are not beyond doing tha.t if 
the want to. but it appears stsango that a week later he reiterated his statement 
in almost the same words in an interview to the ” Sunday Mail”. 

A pointed question we would like to ask is. If he was so badly misquoted by the 
” AdvertisEr” why did he not make doubly sure that the same thing did not hap¬ 
pen in the ” Sunday Mail”write up . ??? 


In our last edition weprinted an article from one of the members of the Perth 
UFO Group, who took the view that the reason the astrona-uts were returned was 
that they had equipment abpard which v/as highly dangerous to the moon and the 
stability of both it and our Earth . 


/ Regretably there was no proof to say if this w3-s so. Howver a small line or 
two issued in the statements made by IJASA indicated that aboard the spacecraft 
they had a plutoniiam capsule which they said was to be used to activate certain 
equipment which was to bo left on the moon. '?hG 3 ’' admitted it was highly radio 
active, and later when it had to be jettisoned near New Zealand , strong warn¬ 
ing were given to that Government to ”^atch out for it and of its potentird 
danger . Since then nothing was hoard since. 

It did appear strange however to some why the capsule could not be brought hack 
\to Houston, if it v;as to be left on the moon why not hack in USA to he used 
\gain ????. 

This then raised the point timt if the Apollo 13 was carrying instruments or 
thingsslikely to he dangerous to the moon . the theory , and we repeat that 
it is only a theory, that the UFO's refused to let it be landed on the moon 
and sent the spacecraft back from whence it came, and whilst they certainly 
the astronauts had a had time at least their lives were not taken in that return. 


V/ell theres the theories, hutalas so little iirocf. to support it all. and surely it 
does behove us all who are trying to place before the public an honest and 
objective viev,rpoint on the UFO's that we refrain from making v/ild statements 
especially when we claim to he so very scientific and despise some of the 
other avei.ues of UFo research who deal in more metaphysical lines. 

It seems that some people will go to any lengths to get puhlicsity . evento 
contradict their own policy of having nothing to do with the religious or meta 
physical side of UFOs. For the only ones v/ho it appears were giving evidence 
of such an attack be ing made cn the spacecraft? were just those who belonged 
to that set . In fact fr*m New Zealand a warning had been given BEFORE the 
space craft left by such a group/ that such an aback would be made because of 
what the craft carried aboard it. as dangerous to the moon. 

But then we couldn't quote that? it was not objective or scientific, so we left 
it to those who scoff at such to do just that for us. The statement did not end 
with just the Apollo 13 for it said ” Future missions will encounter similax 
attacks” Well v/e shall wait and see. for now our publicity seeking friend has 
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entered into the role of a prophet, and may I rtmiind him that such folk do 
not generally recieve a very warm welcome, and according to history mostly 
recieve a lot of kicks. W© shall have to v/ait and see whether his predictions 
are as reliableas those he has publicly scorned and belittled so often, 
claiming to bo so very scientific in his approach. 

For myself I have always demanded an open minded approach and a listening oar 
to all viewpoints, true many I could not find agreement with, ^d often felt 
they appeared s;o far off the mark, but this did not allow me to say that the 
other fellow was not entitled to his opinion, and so in this case w'e too must, 
whilst not agreeing with Mr. C. Norris is his statement, at least allow him 
the right to his ideas. However hoping that in future he will remember that 
statements such as that affect not only his own Society^ but all groups, work¬ 
ing on similar lines. Hence it is no wonder that the Eastern States retorted 
in reply as they did. 

Meanwhile for the sake of the young lives of our astronauts we hope sincorev- 
ly that such an event will never occur again, and also add that whatever 
NASA or any other astronautical body plan for tne future that they make sure 
they do not go beyond the bounds of purs scientific exploration with peaceful 
intentions, and completely avoid any missiles of any kind which may be heirm- 
fvil to the moon and in turn ourselves. 


Those who did land on the moon in previous Apollo missions claimed the 3 '’ "came 
in peace ". it is to be hoped that this intention if followed out fullj*- to 
the utmost letter of the lav/. 

Finally we bid all men take thought of the v/ords quoted by the leader of 
the Apollo 11 mission, when he touched flown on the lunar surface as “man 
from earth for the first " In the beginning GOD created the heavens and the 
earth etc *' Gen Chap. 1.1. being a frank admittance that CREATION of the 
earth and the Moon and all the Universe is not mans property, to meddle with 
with iivrong intentions v/hich may be in centra, to He who created it all.

Could it he that our much debated aspects and ideas regarding the planet Mars 
and its two satellites, be due to our having a too '• Barth-minded " approach 
to it. 1)0 we tend to try to PIT each factor into a narrow biological mould, 
which wo assume to be Universal .?. Do we place too much emphasis on the other 
planets as having the wrong environment to sustain life? If so, what about the 
amazing discoveries made by the bathyscaphe Trieste? Of crustaceans, worms, and 
other forms of life found 7*5 miles deep, under crushing water pressure, in ab¬ 
solute pitch blackness; where no trace of free oxgen could possibly exist? Eow, 
docs that FIT into our "so-called” proper environment? But then again, maybe 
scientists are not telling all they know; or all that is discovered on our ^oon? 
Did Nasa tell us everything regarding the Mariner IV Mars probe...? 

In 1959 Russias leading planetary Physicist, I.S. Shkolsky, published the re¬ 
sult of obervations about Mars. He arrived at the conclusion that Phobos,larg¬ 
est of the two moonlets( Smaller one named Demos ) circling Mars, is an arti- 
ficia 1 satellite; probably of aluminum . Scientists were aghast at such a 
statement and even refused to consider it a minor possibility. Then in 1953, 

Dr. Fred Hoyle, ( Physicist) and S. Fred Singer ( astronomer ) caused a minor 
furore in the scientific field by declaring that they agreed with Shklovslcy’s 
thesis. Another voice was heard from, shortly after, stating that " Space p 
probes are NOV/ being prepared to determine if Phobos is actually a huge orbiting 
space base." That man w^, R.E. Wilson Chief of Applied Mathomatics For NASA. 

Well now, the fat was in the fire, so to speak. Newspapers asked more and more 
questions regarding this raiging controversy . Some of the published ansv/ers 
were expected and one was quite staggering, " In the next eighteen months the 
United States Governmantis going to spend over FIFTY=FIVE IiilLLION DOLLARS in 
order to determine if the sateleiite Phobos is an artificially created platform " 
Many scientists vrould not voice an opinion . Sane said , " if Phobos does re¬ 
flect light exactly the way aluminum does , it may well prove that it is a plat¬ 
form, not a natural moon ," Many others rejected and scoffed, uttering such cires 
as " shear nonsense" and " utterly ridiciilous ". And a few others " perhaps life 
existed on Mars eons ago; but NOT TODAY I " 

Wiley Dey, pioneer in rocket research, brou^ out some interesting points re¬ 
garding this controversy in 196I, he stated that Professor D'Arrest had made an 
imsuccessful search for Martian mo:ns in 1864. Shortly after the discovery of 
two moons by Asaph Hall in 1877, Prof. Simon Newccsab windered if the two moon- 
lets might be asteroids which had been captured by Mars. He investigated the 
fact then wrote a letter to the Brotish Journal Observatory in which he explain 
ed the circiamstances. There had been a favorable opposition of the planets Mars 
and Earth in l862 but only two telescopes powerful enough , at that time, to 
ddtect any such phenoemna were not used to make such a special search . 

The opposition of 1864, when D’Arrest triod was net good enough. In 1875 it 
was good, but the distance short, and Mars was low on the horizon for the nor^ 
them hemisphere( there were no big teiesebpes in the Southern Hemisphere). 

When Asaph Hall found the moonlets, the opposition in l877 was short, and Mars 
was high above the horizon . 

Dr. H.M. Sinton, astronomer at Yerkes Observatory said, in a statement before 
the U.S. National Academy of Sciences, " Phobos may be a huge orbiting city

filled with men and women , and children s the- other moon , Deimos, might he one 
too." Whereas Clyde.W. Tomhaugir ; v/ho was an astronomer and an associate pro¬ 
fessor at the Research Centre at New Mexico University in Las Cruces said; " 

" The two moons are assigned the same albedo as Mars; 15^. Since the Mai’tian at¬ 
mosphere would tend to reflect more light, the airless moons may well have a lov/ 
qlbedo; about 7^* This value, in proportion to the knovwn brightness of the moons 
'would increase their diametersr 15 miles fof Phobosj 7*5 fro Leimos. 

Such bulk wculd increase their weight, oven if ':rtificially constructed of thin 
metallic or plasticized materials, to so many millions of tons that it is al¬ 
most inconcievable for an alledged Martian space prgramme to have possessed the 
giant boosters necessary to orbit them; whether in part, or as a whole. Tho idea 
of existing civilizations on Mars must slov/ly fade av/ay before this lack of ev- 
dence." Dr. L'.C. SLipher, director emeritus of the Lowell Observatory near 
Flagstaff Ariz. , also agreed that it would be physicallv’ impossible to orbit 
such a huge satellite! Prof. Tombaugh’s statement, in 19^1, regarding his 
fidning it inconcievalbe to orbit millions of tons artificially, makes me won^ 
der, due to an article which appeared in various newspapers during tho early 
monthsof 196 O,. " Dr. Freuman J. Dyson , noted theoretical physicist, has pro¬ 
posed that astronomers eearchthe heavens for darlolenod stars that might be ob¬ 
scured by gigantic shells of planetary substancethat were constructed around 
than by advai ce civilizations . This shell ho states. " could be made qiiite com¬ 
fortable and habitable and could contain all t.e machinery for exploiting the 
solar radiation falling onto it from tho inside," Calculations, worked aut by 
him , which appeared in the magazine "Science" , indicate that the pcssibilitj'' 
of of a society’s exploiting a mass equivalent to Jupiter’s and an amount of 
energy equal to the sunis may not be as far fteched as it may sound at firstj i 
that sort of undertaking would doubtl ;■-ss tfdco some considerable time. Neverthe¬ 
less,Dr. Dyson wrote, " One should e?:poct that v:itr.in a few thousand years of 
its enatring tjre stage of industrial development, any intelligent species should 
he found occupying an artificial biosphere , ~!iich completelybsurround its par¬ 
ent star . " 

Scientists have assumed tkat these stars are invisible simply because they are 
too dim to be seen or they are surrounded by dust clouds that obscure their 
light. Dr. Dyson extends this reasoning one jump further , by suggesting that 
" such a material shield might well be artificial ; put together in space by 
intelligent beings using solar energy. The first step tpwrad finding cut if tiiis 
were so . 'would be to determine whether invisible stars wereshielded by matter 
of some sort . instead of being just too dim to be observed! This could bo done 
Dr. Dyson suggested , " by seeing if these invisible stars are sources of infra¬ 
red radiation in a wavelength tange that woul.d be expected to RESULT from tho 
heating of tho material shell by the star within ." A reoort by the scientists 
of the Palomar Observatory told of the detetcion and ananlysis of irifra^-red rad- 
iqtion in that range; from Mars and Venus, Tills led, Dr. Dyson to the possibil¬ 
ity that this kind of seai'ch might be undertaken . "Finding such emanations 
would not mean that the star possessed inhabited bio-spheres ; other measure¬ 
ments would have to be made to determine if tho shells wore artificial," lie said. 
" If they are beings like us ( he speculated ) they might live on small planet¬ 
like objects a mile or so in diameter and onslosed in a skin to hold an atmos¬ 
phere . the solar shell would then consist of a gigantic spherical swarm of 
such bodies," ( Scientists are making a comprehensive study of these possibili¬ 
ties TCDAT ..) 
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IF the abo(» speculations prove to be true, could these be t.ie places where fly¬ 
ing saucers come from ? . Atvvixt Mars, Venus, and possibly our ovm Moon ? How 
far is far? Hov; close is close? Distance standard time? will that eventually 
replace Universal Time ? What it Time? What is distance ? Distance is measured 
by time . but what is time? Time has always been a measuring stick . so to speak 
but has altered with each new scientific discovery ... Dandridge Cole , who 
holds degrees in physics, chemistry, astronomy, mathematics, medicine etc., goes 
even further and traces the effect of scietific advances: on the evolution of 
society... Mr. Cole extrapolates from present trends and knowledge , to project 
a picture of the ULTIMATE SOCIETY? which he calls FJICRO-LIFSI ( for complete 
details see Space World , Vol L Nos 10& 11 -I961) Bert Groth. Science Editor 
, related the following episodes regarding the x^la^et Mars in 1964* 

" A desert section called Edom Promontorium, in the equatorial region of Mars 
was being observed from Japan ( person, place and time of event not disclosed 
in the article) Jan. 1, 1954; Suddenly , it ( alight) began to brighten rapidly 
it went from light-yellow to a bright-white , in three seconds ( did someone 
have a stopwatch ?) and then, down back to normal in five ( what is normal ?) 
seconds more (more?). ( The injections in parentesis are my own : A.A.L. ) 

This flare like light could be interpreted as the actula take-off of a rocket 
from Mars . How utterly midevil ) The rapid brightenings and dimming of the 
light suggests such a possibilty ,” ( hmnim.) " A slightly different interprota^ 
tionmay be applied to the activity observed on the SAME SPOT, six months later 
( by whan ) on July 23* 1954* This time ( timed again ) the brightness increased 
for thirty seconds. After fifty-eightseconds( time on ray hands ) of gradually 
dimming , it completely disappeared . If this flare is fron a rocket lauching 
then the longe r length of time . of brillaince may indicate a much more power 
ful rocket. Another possibility is that , ( here it comes ) atomic energy ex¬ 
periments might be going on .'* ( or something )l ) " But, one of the most 

startling of recent observations was that of an vmidentified object which ap¬ 
peared in space near the planet Mars on Seijt. 8. 1956," ( Very interesting .1) 

" As the red coloured planet was being observed, by an anstronomer in New Mex- 
ico( what astronomer ?Who is he? ) A faint point of light passed through the 
field of the telescope, in the opposite direction of the apparent drift of Ma»s 
and slightly below the planet. The telescope was moved av/ay from Mars, to fol¬ 
low the object . The msyterious light took about ton seconds to pass across the 
field of the telescope ; an arc of about five minutesl This may have been the 
FIRST observation of a possible rocket travelling in the Martian stratosphere. 

" There is something in the skies of our Earth and the space which surroundstho 
inner planets of the solar systan that is not of natural origin s these craft 
may belong to intelligent beings from Mars, other stars, from within , or faiv 
away - places!, ( Herb Groth is no longer editor of Science... I wonder why? 
Maybe he wandered too far... ?) 

Interesting pints which Mr Groth may have otierlobked or did not credit to,( did 
he credit anyone?) was P. Zigel, noted Rusi^-ain astronomer, who called our at¬ 
tention to the curious dazzling points which flash on Mars* surface from time 
to time ; followed by tiny clouds which closely resemble what happens during 
a terrific detonation cn Earth. These phenomena have been observed on Mars ( 

( coming from ) in 1937» 1951? ■J954 'ind quite recentyl Moreover , they lasted 
a few minutes at times. " would atomic tests on Earth look like that from space,? 
he asks? Also, he points out that , " Deimos and Phobos have near circular 
orbits close to the planet; therefor the Martian satellites could not have been 
captured fron outer space, ( satellites, astreoids ) since their orbits would 
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lie in diffornet planes and would be stro ingly elliptical I " FurtherniorG 
notes Zigel , *' if , they are niotallic ( satellites of Mars)with a polished nrir- 
ror-like surface ; their diameters should bo much less than indicated eixrlier 
by no mol?e than one or two kilometers ( a mile or aoro I guess ..) 

In view of all the theorivs, possibilities, speculations, pros .ans cons? in¬ 
cluding the statement made by Raymond E. Wilson , on Jan. 23> 19^3 ; that, *' 

” Space probes are now being prepared to determine if Phobos is actually a huge 
orbiting space base"... asid even Moriners IV*s controversial photographs ? 
CERTAINLY Mariner IV must have had some type cf sensor to detect something a- 
bout the moons of Mars Yet, in 19^9j "two more probes have surveyed that ra 
mysterious planet. There has been no mention of exploiting the evn more enig¬ 
matic controversial phenomena of its tv/o satellites, Deimos and Phobos, vifHY?. 
Did NASA already probe the moons cf Mars? if not , why the disinterest? ?j:id 
is so, what are they ? NASA, Zigel, Wilson, Etc, roipain silent? particularly 
the two latter which practically demand an ans^verl Well, maybe they have ro- 
cieved an answer via Mariner IV, or OTEER, but the mystery remains? or docs it? 

Wliat prompted a group of scinstists , in Peb . of 1966, to suggest the possi¬ 
bility that sizeable and IpTIimGINAHjY STRANGE CREATURES dwell on M.ars? 

The group advised the National Aeronamtical and Space Admininstration (iTAf^A) 
to equip the first unmanned craft schedu ed to land on Mars in 19739 ( still 
unscheduled ) with caneras capable of sending back photographic evidence of 
such BEINGS 1 This recommendation v/asmadc in a report by the Space Science 
Board of te National Academy of Sciencel the report titled. Space research = 
Direction fir theFuture , stemmed from a study mooting helds at Woods ifole 
( Cape Cod Area ) in Massachusetts, in tae sur:ir..vor of 1968I Do flying saucers 
come from Mars, Venus, Jupiter, Earth, Fourth Dimension, other galaxies, etc 
and are they intelligent? ^ liAT IS INTELLIGENCE,? .

Historical U5D research rmy be assigned the dubious distinction of being, 
in ttie researcher’s point of view, the epitcme of both the joys of successes 
and the red, overwrou^t, and strained eyes of unremrding and mostly- 
nocurrel reading. 

Of the mai^ and varied aspects of pre-l9i+7 "ufology, certainly the most 
finistrating is the search for a beginning vihen one is endea^voring to aggregate 
entirely new and original material, 

"Plying Saucers" were officially non existent before June of I9h7, 

Non existent, perhaps, but fer fran scarce; under the pseudonyms of such 
pre"tentious nDnencla"fcure as "foo-fi^ters” and "^ost bcnhs," and under the 
more flegi?antly fhlse ti^tles such as "rae"teors" and "fireballs," the proto 
UPD’ B flouridied, 

What can be attested to (frcm bitter experience 1 as a tiresome chore - 
"the es'traction of fredi, xinknown historical data - can be made ecceptionally 
easier if one had some sort of guide fi*cm #iich to attack the prdblan. 
Basically, historical research is not revvarded by "pot-luc^' randrin examin¬ 
ation, but by a deliberate process coimencing with, the general and approaching 
"the specific. This is the subject of this discussion. 

Original data involves original research, or extended (cross-referential 
research ft’cm already existing "volumes of "this li"terature. So, for exanple, 
truly original research into pre-Christian arri Biblical ufology is fran a 
practical standpoint lirroossible for most, if not all, contaiporaiy UPD 
fhnciers. Here it would be best to exaiTine various present volimes such as 
Anatanv of a Phenonenon (by Jacques Vallee; Henry Regneiy or ActI, and 
The Plying Saucer Vislcnrt (John Mitchell; Ace Books), There are several 
other works relevant to "the Biblical scene; H owever, in this instance, and 
In "the other aibdlvlBions of historical ufblogy which will be discussed, only 
2 or 3 "starting point" reference sources will be mentioned. 

Basically, "this pre-Christian and Biblical material will be in the 
fbrm of legends; archaeological conundrums, anaihlies, and drawings; "varicniB 
Greek ard Raran texts; and, of course, the Bible, This era has seen the 
emergence (?) of the phenonenon under the guise of flaming spears, flying 
diields, flying chariots, gods, demons, dragons, monsters, devils, angels, 
and (for aquatic sittings) sea serpents, Actiiilly, these nanBS for what 
ml^t have been references to cur flying saucers remained in effect until the 
emergence of the Renaissance, about 1500 A.D. and then sane, 

Prcin the perios ca, 1500 to 1776 A,D. references to strange aerial 
phenanem may be cloaked under the headings meteor, meteorite, bradyte, 
bolide, fireball, canet, star, planet, and "vision. These items would perhaps 
be preceded by adjecti"ves such as "wondrous," "wonderfbl," or "ranarfcable," 

A good beginning for researchers doing work in cross-referentiation are 
Charles Ports’ book, LedLie aid Adam^’ s PIving Saucers Have Landed has a 
particularly helpfbl dironology. Other references are the "various astrcm- 
ctnical and scientific piiblications of the era, 

Pran ca, 1777 to 1895 mucih more data is available. In addition to 
the aforomentioned ecturces for the 1500-1776 period, newspaper accounts are

Aime Michel was possibly the initial re-discoverer of this 
flap, once again centered in Skandiravla, References in Arr^ican newsf^ers 
would head the particulars under ^ost rockets,, ^ost bentos, rocket boitos, 
Sweded, V-weapons, Peenanuende, Generals Doolittle and Samoff, Briti^ 

Radar Sets, or Stolpiruende, Ihe regulars, i.e., stars, meteors, etc., woold 
also be present. Much political influence in the investigation of the 
"violation of Swedi^ airspace" theme is evident. References are to be 
found in Vallee's -^natcmy (q.v*), and in the local and national press. The 
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dates to look up; July to about S^tenber, with earliest references around 
May, 2U of 19^* 

New historical research is selclcm slrple and most often di^earteningly 
discouraging. The best method for arriving at original data is to follow 
known sigitings by checking time periods imreadiately preceding or following 
the itan of interest. If the periodical in vhich you are doing research is 
indexed ( a rarity in itself), then your is simple’’ to apply the afore¬ 
mentioned different references with respect to the era involved. 

The first tiiiB you go out to do origiraL research, do not be afraid to 
come back aipty-handed and bleaiy-^ed fran straining at fhded printing or 
faring microfilm projectors. Most often your first visit to a library or 
newsff^per morgue will tell you vhat not to look for. Your next visit, Ihen, 
will very likely meet with sane success. 

Historical research and its respectiability ner se ^ no matter #iat the 
subject matter involved, is always a good public-opinion builder. Its 
nonsubjective, urprejudiced, and stately ronoved (by time) demeanor makes this 
data simple to see in an objective, analytical approach vhich could hap set 
a trend in sensibility today. 

These are but two of several reasons vty historical research is Inportent 
to ncdem ufolog/. The measures of victory ^ined in successful enterprise, 
however, may be justifiably as great in keeping the interest of researchers 
strong in trying times such as these. 


UFOLOGY ML THEOSOPHY.

Living as. we.do.in rego ar chers into TJPOs....app^oach_the sub- 

cepta of momentum , gravity, and stability of matter, and that we are confronted 
with something that mankind through the ages has brushed aside as too ms^terious 


to be understood, and thus beyond comprehension. This is just not good enough, 
in this age of advancement and an understanding of the UFO phenoenon is our great¬ 
est challenge. 

To move along any new path of thought we havo to put our minds into a state of 
peace and perfect tranquility, free of all beliefs and concepts of the past which 
may be error. The ufologist should start with shedding all conceits and have his 
mind at rest, free of conflict or confusion, and as taught by Krishnamurti. with 
his mind ” perfectly clv^ar '* and ready to approach any problem . 


In this state let us look at the subject of the Plying Saucers, realising that 
they are a part of universal creation of v/hich we too are a part . Everything 
is interwoven to form a beautiful wholej and there should he no division of life 
or form . We thus consider the objects as part of ourselves, and like evrything 
else not to be feared , but understood. Charles Port stressed the oneness of 
everything, and he tried to place the most bizarre occurnaces into the 0 ^ 
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Should there ne apparent flaws in this scheme , these are always ,irrored by cor¬ 
rections which load to the ultimate poi'fection . 

In any contemplation ,e,eory, or knowledge , gained hEC ourselves and others is 
called into use , and the data of our subject is now reveiev/ed , and the accept¬ 
able things selected. It appears that the UFOs, ccwie into our range of vision 
from the ultra-violet, and that spectrum was witnessed at Ballarat at 8.32.p5a;i. 
on 29»8.67. by a man who felt a premonition of the appearance of the large UI'O 
ehich was seen from many places in Tasmania, S.A. and Victoria. 

He went into his garden and looked into the sky at the right place. 

The UFO appeared like a bright electric light being turned on in the clear sky, 
at 20 deg. in the S.VT. It pulsed for a few seconds, a bluo color mixed with an 
unusual purple. It then moved in an easterly direction changing to a glowing white 
object a size of the moon, giving off spraks inbtrmittently. It disappeared 
at high speed in the N.B. Frcm Warnambool this UFO appeared as an illuminated 
train in the sky . It was watched through filed glasses at Colac, 40 miles 3. of 
Ballarat. Prom there it v/as seen "to be 9 bright starlike ligiits in rows of three. 
It was above the clouds and travelling faster than a satellite at an angle of 
40 deg. on the south. This would be an altitude of 94.000 ft. , and 65 miles from 
Ballarat . Could this have been a space ship passing our planet and ch-anging 
from the infra-red whilst near the B:a:*th , and enveloped in a huge magnetic field 
which drew our attention ?. 

V e find UFOs to bo in a sphere of wha.t is termed the " supernatural", a branchof 
science^ or human enquiry, ' conccrned''with the nature of life, and-it^is insep- ^ ots 
arable from all the other sciences. The hrEakingoofoiho'.atomeopenedi.our minds to 
contemplation of the'ultimate fusTonrof matter-and ,life ., and this .fs where-thes 
■jatiouE'rgsearchers meet ' ’ ' ■ v -mJa •'’'■iw-.e. 

There have been countless workers in the field cf the "superntural", Mnd they 
have left us libraries of thoughts. These researchers have been termed theoso? 
phists , and dedicated people have extended their vision beyond the normal into 
the realms behind the vale of death . Thera has been a two way traffic of human 
sould into and from the unseen which has created man’s religions . 

The findings of these investigators are as scientific as those of other fields 
To name a few. Helena Blavatsky, Anna Besant, Synnot, Leadbeater and Jinarajadasa 
and now that we have t e UPOsin such numbers, thousnads also have joined their 
ranks.

Cl ve Backster in the USA, has demesntrated that plants are aware of our pre¬ 
sence , and that they react to our thoughts of them even at a distance. It is 
thus possible for us to be in communication with all forms of life without us 
realising the affinity. 

It is possible that sane of our visitors from Space coem from other planets in 
our material plane, bit it is probale that others are our own people living in 
their finer bodies. The oldest civilization on Earth is the Chinese , and there 
is evidence of its contact with Space 12,ooo years ago. Their evolution would be 
ahead and reports of "eatern" tyoe beings and Chinese writings from the UFO is 
understandable. Chinese art is based on theosophical concepts as it depicts 
life and soul, not as individualised as in man , but in every form in the Iqnd- 
scape,- in the crystaline rock, vegetation , insects , birds and animals. The 
eastern mentality also complies with the Krishnamurti teaching of compostire. 

More study should be given to the contact claims, and people should be encouraged 
to tell of their experiences .

ThePollowing is a sighting of objects cbejrved by tov^ mciabers of this Society and 
others whilst travelling in a train . near Graftt-n on NSW . 


Date.. 22nd May 1970 . Time 10.30. p.-ni. S.S.T. 

Near C6rinda. NSW . Soth of Grafton . 

At first two small lights were observed by the partymoving very high and with 
high velocity in the same direction as the train which was moving south, suddenly 
they passed the train moving from faster by far. Unable to estimate t le actual 
distance from train could have been 4 miles. 

The Velocity.of objects. They moved from a stationary position at high accelenation 
towards the south. They were definately not stars as they moved at odd velocity ? 
in relation to all the other stars arouhd them . 


Description.. Two small flittering white- yellow lights . 

The above report was written down immediately after the sighting within two min¬ 
utes of the event . and the witnesses 'were John Telfer , Peter Mandell , and 
Stephen Fuller the latter two being members of UPOPIA. 

When interviewed later by the Editor on their return to Adelaide they were both 
adamant that the lights were NOT a figment of theii’ imagiiiation , were ot e- 
flections of any kind and were in fact lights in the sk;"".

S£)C0ND SIGHTING THE SAME EVENING . 

This time again twro 1 i^ts appeared whito-orange , larger tnan the previousones 
and these appeared about 3* min after the previous sighting. 

These lights howver appeared xo stop and. start with no apparent high acceleration 
rat e . 

They ware visible and always in sight either in front or at the side in relation 
to the train . they appeared to hover ."<■ e P leinutes ca the .horj-nxi end tc .n-oarby 
stars and moved up and down slowly. Thensuddehily •aoved in front of the train 
to the south then back to the north tc side of the train and appea.red to come- 
closer as the brightening increased toivards the end of the sightiri^p the shape 
of the object to be dimly oval on end. 

One observer reported that to him it appeared that there was a light within the 
oval formation . 

All the obervers took bearings of the stars as roughly as could be done in the 
train , and above the suspected UPO. to ascertain if it was movi r.g its move¬ 
ment in relation to these stars suggested a movement unique from tliat of the 
stars around it / The distance it moved away from these bety bacK.'oi'dc and fer- 
WEnds rpoved that it could not have possibly boon a star cy ouch Irkc added to
